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Officers 
round up 
more than 
155 horses 

MORE than 155 horses have 
been rounded up from the 
streets of Dudley since a 
pilot project run by police 
began in the town, officers 
say. 

The campaign, which 
began a year ago, has been 
hailed a success by police 
chiefs. 

Specialist teams have 
removed 159 horses from 
busy roads around the bor¬ 
ough since the project began 
in April last year. 

The number of calls about 
the roaming animals has 
also dropped with fewer 
sightings of the roaming 
horses reported to council 
bosses, police said. 

New measures to help 
control wandering horses 
were introduced following 
complaints from residents 
about the animals running 
out in front of cars and tram¬ 
pling through gardens. 

Police began responding 
to calls from the public after 
Dudley Council found an 
ancient by-law giving them 
the power to remove the ani¬ 
mals from roads in the bor¬ 
ough. Many have been taken 
in from Brockmoor and Pen- 
snett. 

Sgt Cliff Tomkinson, who 
has been leading the project, 
said the problem had been 
“much bigger” than was 
first thought and officers 
had been shocked by the 
number of horses collected.

'HONEYPOT' VANS 

TO CATCH THIEVES

POLICE are using honeypot-style tactics with undercover 
cars and vans to catch thieves following an increase in 
vehicle crime in Dudley. Officers say there has been a rise 
in the number of work vans targeted by raiders who are 
stealing high value power tools and equipment to sell on. 

The “capture cars and vans” are painted with a DNA substance which leaves an invisi¬ 
ble fluid on clothes to help identify thieves who tamper with the vehicles. Police are also 
stepping up patrols in the borough and visiting known thieves to make sure they are obey¬ 
ing court orders. They are warning vehicle 


Stolen cash 
laundering 
gang jailed 

GANG members who laundered £20 notes 
from a bungled cash-in-transit robbery by 
using coin machines at motorway service 
stations have been jailed. 

The Black Country gang turned to the 
change machines after a “unsophisticated 
and disastrous” bid to remove the tell-tale 
dye from the notes, all but trashing a hotel 
room where they tried to bleach and dry the 
stash. But, after that failed and made the 
cash impossible to pass off in shops or 
banks, they toured the region’s motorway 
service stations. They tried to change the 
notes for hundreds of pounds of £1 coins in 
change and gaming machines. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
they were arrested near the M5 services at 
Frankley near Halesowen. 

Prosecutor Iain Willis explained: “Bank 
notes had been stuck to the bathroom mir¬ 
ror to dry after attempts to take the dye off. ” 

Dhaminder Sunner, aged 30, from Lea 
Road, Penn Fields, was jailed for one year 
and 10 weeks while Philip Ebanks, 26 of 
Eastfield Road, Tipton, got 12 months. 
Another member of the gang, Mohammed 
Zey-arrab, 25, from Westbourne Road, West 
Bromwich, who had also breached a sus¬ 
pended sentence, received 67 weeks behind 
bars. All pleaded guilty to converting crimi¬ 
nal property. 


owners not to leave belongings on display 
in their cars or vans as this could attract 
the attention of thieves. 

Dudley’s Detective Chief Inspector Andy 
Parsons said: “We have seen a slight 
increase in vehicle crime across the bor¬ 
ough where vans have been targeted and 
work tools have been stolen. 

“We are investigating where the stolen 
property is being sold, particularly power 
tools, and I would ask the public to call us 
if they have been offered any goods which 
they might suspect to be stolen. 

“If you have been offered any deals 
which you think are too good to be true, or 
you know who might be involved in these 
crimes, please get in touch with us,” he 
said. 

Valuable 

“I’d like to remind all motorists to 
ensure they lock their vehicle and take out 
any valuable items to reduce the risk of 
theft. 

“Even though we saw a decrease in vehi¬ 
cle crime last year, we can not become com¬ 
placent and must continue to remain 
vigilant,” he added. 

Police recommend fitting alarms or 
immobilisers to cars and vans, using 
garages where possible, removing high 
power tools and equipment from parked 
vehicles and never leaving valuables in the 
glove box as this is the first place thieves 
look. 

The borough has also been hit by thieves 
ripping catalytic converters from parked 
cars. 

More than 140 “cats” were stolen last 
year and police launched Operation Boss 
Cat to try to stop opportunistic thieves tar¬ 
getting vehicles left on the roadside. 

Officers also increased patrols and vis¬ 
ited known scrap dealers across the area in 
a bid to deter thieves.

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Museum 
plans hit 
by delay 

THE START of work on a 
long-awaited new £5 million 
glass museum has been 
delayed until next year as 
funding has not yet been 
confirmed. 

Developers are applying 
for a £2 million European 
grant for the attraction, 
which will house the 
region’s collections on the 
site of the old Stuart Crystal 
glassworks in Wordsley. 

But they must find the 
remainder of the cash from 
other sources - including the 
Heritage Lottery and dona¬ 
tions from members of the 
public.Work is not expected 
to start until spring. 

Developers have admitted 
the project has been held 
back for longer than they 
hoped. 

A fundraising drive has 
been launched by the British 
Glass Foundation - a charity 
set up to spearhead plans. 

Bosses are also looking 
into possible Government 
grants to boost the scheme, 
which is expected to attract 
more than 500,000 visitors a 
year. 

The process was held up 
last year when a huge blaze 
broke out in one of the old 
factory buildings, causing 
months of delays as bosses 
waited for an insurance 
claim to go through before 
repairs could be carried out.

AN ORGANISATION in charge of commu¬ 
nity health services in Wyre Forest and the 
rest of Worcestershire has launched a bid to 
be put among the best in the country. Bosses 
want to establish a Foundation Trust by 
summer next year. 

It would give Worcestershire Health and 
Care NHS Trust greater control of its affairs 
and funding as it would not be directly con¬ 
trolled by the Government. 

Bosses would have more freedom to 
decide how best to develop and improve local 
services and how they spend public money. 

Residents across the county would be 
allowed to apply to become members of the 


trust and governors, with the ability to hold 
the newly-formed trust to account. 

The community health services provide 
dental health assistance, help for people 
with learning disabilities, adult speech and 
language therapy, physiotherapy and podia¬ 
try. 

People who sign up to become members 
will have a far greater say in how the serv¬ 
ices are run and how they are provided in 
the future. 

There will also be the chance to stand for 
election as governors to sit on the council of 
governors which acts as a watchdog to 
ensure standards are met and suggest ways 


to make improvements. The council also 
works alongside the health trust’s board of 
directors. 

Chief executive Sarah Dugan said: “We’re 
committed to achieving NHS Foundation 
Trust status as we believe it is the right 
thing for our organisation, our patients, 
service users, carers and the wider Worces¬ 
tershire community. 

“We would like local residents to sign up 
and become members of our organisation. 
It’s free to join and members will be able to 
learn more about what we do, as well as have 
the opportunity to influence the way our 
services are provided in the future and 


ensure they accurately reflect local needs.”

But the Waterfront is 
struggling with big names 
says Chamber president 
Paul Bennett. 

He said Lloyds Banking 
group was among the most 
recent to pull out of the site. 

“We have seen histori¬ 
cally good occupancy levels 
at the Waterfront fall away, 
so we need to understand 
why the decline has hap¬ 
pened and not only look at 
short term incentives but 
also more fundamental 
issues, such as better public 
transport links,” he said. 

A £5 million scheme to 
run passenger railcars on 
an existing freight line 
between the Waterfront 
and Stourbridge Junction 
station to link with main¬ 
line services to Birming¬ 
ham, Worcester and 
London is being considered 
at the moment. 

West Midlands Trans¬ 
port Authority Centro has 


also announced a £10 
million overhaul of bus 
services between the 
Waterfront and neighbour¬ 
ing Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre. 

Cradley Heath solicitor 
Mr Bennett, who took over 
the role of president in 
April, welcomed moves by 
Dudley Council to intro¬ 
duce its own form of Enter¬ 
prise Zone to the 
Waterfront complex and 
nearby Harts Hill area of 
Brierley Hill. 

Concessionary 

Under the scheme, busi¬ 
nesses could be offered con¬ 
cessionary rates for 
potentially two years. 

If fully occupied the 
Waterfront could hold up to 
4,600 new jobs. 

Mr Bennett said: “Busi¬ 
ness welcomes the initia¬ 
tive but the key challenge 
at the Waterfront is sus¬ 
tainability. 

“This is all well and good 
if greater occupancy can be 
the catalyst for rapid 
further regeneration and 
particularly improvement 
in infrastructure.”

Hill. Beyond the steelworks was 
Dudley Castle, the former home of 
the Earls of Dudley. Mum and Dad 
used to say that everything was the 
Earl of Dudley’s,” added Mr Griffin. 

The pictures in his exhibition focus 
on factory workers and depict the 
Black Country through a child’s eyes.

Farmers in villages on the outskirts of the Black Country have set up 
a rural watch group after a spate of attacks in which sheep have been 
killed or left with their legs tied up. Gunshots have been heard at night 
and fences stolen in the crime wave hitting the countryside in an area 
bordered by Stourbridge, Halesowen and Kidderminster. 


£12,000 is 
donated to 
aid children 

A DUDLEY charity has been boosted by a 
£12,000 donation from events during the 
last year at the Merry Hill shopping 
centre. 

Rollercoasters, which looks after 40 
children with physical and learning dis¬ 
abilities, was the centre’s chosen charity 
in 2011 - and will be supported again this 
year. 

The £12,387 total came from events 
including the Big Bear Bash, the largest 
two-day outdoor family festival in the 
Midlands, and a ball at the Copthorne 
Hotel in Brierley Hill.

The money raised will also help pay for 
staff training, nurses and wheelchair 
accessible buses which transport people to 
the activities. 

Kelly Reed, marketing manager at 
Merry Hill, said: “We would like to say a 
big thank you to everybody who attended 
our charity events last year as they helped 
us to make such a generous donation to 
Rollercoasters.” 

Joanne Campbell, head co-ordinator at 
Rollercoasters, said: “We are absolutely 
overwhelmed by the amazing support 
shown by the Westfield team. 

“The donation will pay to train our staff 
and volunteer team to enable us to 
provide the safe, quality specialist care 
that is essential.” 


At least six sheep have been found dead, 
some savaged with bite wounds. On three 
other occasions lambs have been found left 
by gates with their legs bound ready for 
collection. 

A gang of around five poachers with 
torches was spotted near sheep on one 
occasion but when challenged by a farmer 
they ran off. 

It is thought sheep are being taken to 
feed terriers or “blood” them to give them 
a taste for illegal poaching. 

Police have launched extra patrols in the 
area and farmers in Broome, Clent, 
Romsley, Blakedown and Chaddesley 
Corbett have set up Rural Watch in a bid to 
end the disturbing incidents, which 
started about a month ago. 

Distressing 

“It’s very distressing when you’ve bred 
sheep from birth to find them dead or tied 
up,” said Stuart Geggie, who farms in 
Romsley, near Halesowen. 

Mr Geggie found three sheep dead and 
one ewe injured after a dog attack on land 
he rents in the Pedmore area of Stour¬ 
bridge, several weeks ago. 

In a separate attack two of Mr Geggie’s 
ewes were left with their feet tied together. 
Police called a meeting, attended by eight 
farmers and landowners last week at 
Broome, when the Rural Watch was set up. 

“Rural Watch” chairman Ernest Lane, 
said: “There have been random incidents 
going on for about a month but then a 
nurse going home in Broome notified 
police when she heard shots fired about 
10.30 at night.” 

Pc Andy Wallace appealed for anyone 
seeing anything suspicious to contact 
police 101 or 999 in an emergency.

I WAS shocked to read a recent letter 
from a lady who married in 1962 and 
brought a child into the world to live in 
a condemned house with no hot water 
or inside toilet. 

It read like a melodrama from a 
bygone age, not one where birth control 
was widely available to married 
women. 

We married in 1966. We had a church 
wedding, with a white dress for me 
which cost 21 guineas. One bridesmaid, 
one best man and a wedding breakfast 
for a dozen guests at the Park Hall 
Hotel. 

Everyone chose their meal from the 


menu, there was pretend champagne, 
and we paid for absolutely everything 
ourselves. I was 20 and he was 21. 

Our home was the rented upstairs 
rooms of a house, and with the land¬ 
lords agreement, and financial support, 
we decorated all the rooms we had to 
our own choice. 

At the same time my new husband 
worked three shifts at Goodyear’s, and 
I worked 40 hours a week in an office. 
It was a time of full employment. 

Pay had risen quite a lot in an effort 
by employers to keep good workers, so 
with slaving and saving we soon had 
the deposit for our own home. 


We moved in with a new cooker, and 
a new bed, everything else was begged 
or borrowed. Yes I am sure there was 
real poverty around in those days, and 
not everyone was lucky enough to enjoy 
either the good health or the will to 
make a better life for themselves. 

The fact that many people did enjoy 
a quality of life then with more money, 
more comfort, and more choice which 
they continue to enjoy now through 
their own hard work should not be 
sneered at.

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School is sticking to its

CALLS for a car park to be built to 
tackle long-running parking prob¬ 
lems have been rejected by a 
Black Country school - over fears 
for the environment.

Eddie Foxhall, who lives in nearby Rose¬ 
mary Road, said: “I don’t know why they 
can’t use that land. It would solve the prob¬ 
lems round here. Something needs to be 
done because it’s getting worse.” 

Parking was recently banned on one side 
of Brookwillow Road and neighbouring 
Rosemary Road from Monday to Friday 
from 8am until 5pm plus both sides of the 
road in Hollybank Grove. 

Local councillors Hazel and Ken Turner 
said a proposal for a one way system along 
Brookwillow Road was thrown out after 
councillors at the area committee voted 
against it. 

Head of school Rebecca Cox, said: “We are 
an eco school so we would encourage green 
development. Building a new car park would 
not be in line with our school values.”

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Campaigners hoping to 
take over church soon 


Kiri is face of campaign 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
reopen a Dudley church will sub¬ 
mit their bid to take over respon¬ 
sibility for the building by the end 
of the month. 

If successful, it will enable The St John’s 
Church Preservation Group to carry out 
restoration work. Chairman Deb Brownlee 
said a business plan had been drawn up and 
will be submitted to the Church Commis¬ 
sioners once it has been approved by the 
Diocese of Worcester. The group wants to 
lease the 173-year-old church. 

It is hoped the Kates Hill building, which 
has grade II listed status, could be used by 
the community again. 

Under the plans, the church would be for¬ 
mally closed as an Anglican place of worship 
- but it is hoped the building would be used 
for worship in the future. 

Mrs Brownlee said: “Once approved by 
the diocese the business plan will be sent to 
the Church Commissioners in London who 
will make the final decision. 

“In the meantime fundraising has been 
stepped up to ensure the group can hit the 
ground running and be able to afford the 
insurance and initial works to ensure the 
building can be reopened to the public 
quickly,” she said. 

Members are estimating it will cost 
around £5,000 to reopen the building but 
more cash would be needed.

Ban for man who kept 
Illegal pitbull in squalor 


A MAN from Smethwick who 
owned an illegal pitbull which he 
kept in squalid conditions with 
another pet has been banned 
from keeping dogs for six years. 

Dog owner Marcus Marcel Shaqueel Mor¬ 
gan, aged 18, was also told he must pay £460 
in fines and costs when sentenced at 
Sandwell Magistrates Court. 

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, told the 
court officers and expert dog handler, Pc 
Keith Evans visited Morgan’s home in 
Thomas Crescent, on October 19, after they 
had received a tip-off he possessed an illegal 
dog. He said: “Pc Evans found in the gar¬ 
den, the dog called Trixie, which is the sub¬ 
ject of the first charge. Trixie is a prohibited 
dog, it’s a pitbull terrier.” 

The court heard Trixie was found in a 
garden overgrown with weeds and nettles, 
littered with broken glass and car parts. The 
kennel was also not suitable. 

The court heard Pc Evans found the sec¬ 
ond dog, a Staffordshire bull terrier, in a 
downstairs toilet. 

Mr Truelove told the court Pc Evans had 
described the smell in the room as “the 
worst he had come across” during his career 
and the dog, called Trigger, was emaciated. 

Morgan had previously pleaded guilty to 
owning a fighting dog as well as two charges 
of causing unnecessary suffering to the 
dogs. Mr Milo Turner, defending, said: “This 
happened due to a lack of education of a 17- 
year-old youth, as he was then.” 

Magistrates also ordered that the illegal 
dog Trixie be destroyed, and that Trigger be 
rehomed.

Market plan rejected 


PROPOSALS for a weekly 
Saturday market in Hale¬ 
sowen have been thrown out 
amid fears it would harm 
trade and force shops to shut. 

Traders, councillors and bosses at 
the town’s Cornbow Shopping Centre 
objected to plans to hold a farmers’, 
craft and general market on town cen¬ 
tre streets each Saturday. 

At present a 35-stall market is held 
on alternate Saturdays. 

But operator Steve Evans felt a 
weekly event would help establish the 
market as a regular shopping destina¬ 
tion. 

However, Dudley Council’s licensing 
sub-committee decided to refuse Mr 


Evans’ application at a hearing last 
week. 

Sub committee chairman Councillor 
Alan Taylor said present frequency of 
the market, which can be held up to 
three times a month, gave a “balance” 
for the community and for shoppers. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cornbow 
Centre manager, Eve O’Connor, said 
stalls already “obliterate” the view of 
shop fronts on market days. 

Busiest 

“The shops are paying their business 
rates and they can’t be seen on their 
busiest trading day,” she said. 

“We feel that the market is evolving 
over time with the outcome that it will 
become a general market and it is felt 
from the businesses that they are hav¬ 


ing to compete against it as well as find 
the overheads that they have to pay,” 
she added. 

Halesowen chamber of trade chair¬ 
man, Steve Fitzpatrick, speaking at 
the meeting, added: “I feel that a mar¬ 
ket held every Saturday would cause 
problems for the shops that are already 
there. 

“I feel that if we have a market there 
every Saturday shops will close.” 

The market’s size was increased to 
35 last October to allow 10 “general” 
stalls which could sell a variety of 
goods. 

Mr Evans’ spokesman Dermot 
McGillicuddy, said during the meeting: 
“It is confusing for people to know 
when the market is on.” 


£1 m pot will be set up 
to give firms a booster 


A £1 MILLION fund will be set up to help 
support small businesses in Dudley after 
being backed by councillors. 

Dudley Council will invest £500,000 
over the next two years. 

This will create the business loan fund 
with the remainder of the cash being pro¬ 
vided by the European Development 
Fund. 

At a meeting of the full council last 
week, members unanimously voted to sup¬ 
port the scheme. 

The council has argued the lack of avail¬ 
able credit from banks had been cited as a 
key factor for why business performance 
had fallen over the past year. 

Small firms in the borough will be able 


to get a loan from the fund which will be 
administered by the Black Country Rein¬ 
vestment Society. 

Loans will be given at commercial rates 
to improve access to finance. 

It is estimated the fund would be able to 
support 40 businesses in the borough, cre¬ 
ate up to 30 jobs and safeguard a further 
60. 

Council leader Councillor Les Jones has 
admitted there was a risk some of the cash 
may not be paid back if a business failed 
but said it was a risk which needed to be 
taken. 

He said: “This will be extremely good 
news for small businesses looking to invest 
and expand.”

Asda pull the plug over

ASDA chiefs have withdrawn an 
appeal on plans for a 40,000 sq ft 
superstore in Kidderminster after 
they complained to planning 
inspectors in Bristol, over council 
chiefs taking too long to decide 
on a proposed Churchfields store.

It had appealed on the grounds that the 
plans, which would create 370 jobs, took 
more than 13 weeks to reach the committee 
stage. 

Planners at Wyre Forest District Council 
had recommended the application for 
refusal amid fears it would hit other traders 
and scupper the council’s regeneration 
plans. Nearby businesses have campaigned 
against the development, arguing their row 
of independent shops would become cut-off. 

Council leader John Campion said: “We 
look forward to continuing to work with 
Asda to find a more appropriate location 
within the town that will enable them to 
invest in Kidderminster.”

TWO BENCHES have been unveiled in mem¬ 
ory of a much-loved teaching assistant who 
died following a short battle with cancer.

Before Mrs Adderley’s death in July last year, children and 
staff created a scrapbook of their memories of her time at the 
school. It contained a CD of one of her favourite songs and 
was presented to Sheila the day before she died. She added,

A CLOSURE-THREATENED care 
home has been saved after coun¬ 
cil chiefs vowed to keep it open. 
Elderly residents at New Bradley 
Hall, Kingswinford, faced being 
forced out under plans to shut it. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor Les 
Jones, said the home “will not close”. But he 
added the council plans to finish consulta¬ 
tion to determine how it will care for 
patients in the future. 

Councillor Jones said of the closure: “It is 
not going to happen under my administra¬ 
tion.” 

He added: “I wanted to take the option for 
closure off the table to stop it being used as 
a political football in the run up to the elec¬ 
tions.”

“I’m pleased they have had the decency to 
decide to look again at the situation because 
at the end of the day all this has only ever 
been about the welfare of the residents,” he 
added. 

Labour leader, Councillor David Sparks, 
had stated his party’s commitment to keep¬ 
ing the home open if they take control of the 
authority following the May elections. 

“We have not played it politically to 
ensure the people lobbying got a fair hear¬ 
ing,” he said. “We will keep New Bradley 
Hall open.” The official consultation is due 
to end on April 27 with a decision in June. 
Dudley’s UKIP spokesman Bill Etheridge 
has also indicated the party wants to keep 
New Bradley Hall open.

A NEW speedway season is 
underway at Monmore Green, 
where Wolverhampton 

Wolves are striving to achieve 
the success of a couple of 
years ago when they were 
Elite League Champions. 

Speedway came to Wolverhampton 
as long ago as 1928, but only lasted 
until 1930, though grass track racing 
was always popular.

A new team, the Wolves, were 
formed in 1961, riding at Monmore 
Green in the Midland League Champi¬ 
onship, winning it in 1962, and becom¬ 
ing Provincial League Champions in 
1963. 

Apart from a couple of years the 
Wolves have consistently competed in

the top flight of British Speedway ever 
since, becoming British League Cham¬ 
pions in 1991, and Premier League 
winners in 1996. 

They have won the current Elite 
League in 2002 and 2009, making them 
a rather more successful set of Wolves 
than the other team across the city at 
Molineux. 

Honour 

Two world speedway champions 
have ridden for the team. The great 
Dane, Ole Olsen, rode for the team 
from 1971 to 1975 and twice became 
world champion in that time, his fame 
transcending the sport. His name was 
often chanted at the football ground 


around that time. He went on to become 
world champion a third time after he had 
left Wolves, one of the greatest riders of 
all time. 

The Californian, Sam Ermolenko, rode 
for Wolves for many years and became 
World Champion in 1993 an honour 
which eluded his fellow countryman, 
‘Rocket’ Ronnie Correy, who also rode 
for Wolves in the 90s. 

In more recent times the stars of the 
team have been two Swedes, the long 
serving, Peter Karlsson, who captained 
the team to the 2009 Championship, and 
the electric Freddie Lindgren who was 
top points scorer that year, and consis¬ 
tently ever since. 

Coming to the fore recently has been 
the young rider from Scunthorpe, Tai 
Woffinden. 

This season has not started as well as

Residents concerned at 
mystery of closed pub 


MYSTERY surrounds the future of 
an historic canalside pub with 
fears growing among residents 
who say they have heard nothing 
about the site for months. 

Villagers in Kinver were surprised when 
barriers went up at the Vine in Dunsley 
Road, unexpectedly last December.

“The pub closed just before Christmas 
and at the time we were told water had been 
leaking into the building so it had been 
closed for work,” he said. 

“But since that time we have heard 
absolutely nothing about what is happening 
at the pub. It is a shame to see it disused. 

“People here just want to know what is 
happening.” 

Enterprise Inns has previously said there 
were no plans to close the pub and it would 
be re-opened at the earliest opportunity.

THE NEW York International Auto Show is one 
of the smaller global motor shows, dwarfed at 
present by the Geneva and Frankfurt 
leviathans, but it’s always a good reminder of 
what life is like on the other side of the 
pond/fence. 

If, as the saying goes, the grass is always greener over 
there, how does 32mpg for a compact SUV sound? 

Pretty awful by European standards, I’ll warrant, and the 
one thing that was clear among all the new launches is that 
the American market still refuses to take to diesels. 

Despite some abysmal fuel economy claims by our stan¬ 
dards, there’s just no willingness to plump for the potential 
15-20mpg more, even though American drivers are feeling 
the squeeze of fuel prices almost as keenly as we Brits are. 
Relatively speaking, of course. 

The New York show showcases the solutions that manu¬ 
facturers have to offer in place of diesels: solutions we don’t 
need in Europe because diesels are cheaper and easier to sell 
en masse. 

Hybrid 

Take the Volkswagen Jetta hybrid. Since to the Ameri¬ 
cans the idea of a 1.6 TDI under the bonnet is about as 
welcome as a flatulent dog in a crowded lift, VW has com¬ 
bined the 148bhp 1.4 turbo petrol that we know and love in 
Europe with a 27-horsepower electric motor to increase fuel 
economy. 

Prices haven’t been confirmed but it’s a safe bet that it’ll 
be an awful lot more expensive than the aforementioned 
diesel would be. 

Likewise Ford, which has developed a fully electric (and 
undoubtedly pricey) Focus to allow North American cus¬ 
tomers to continue to dodge diesel. 

All this apparently pointless development does, however, 
is to provide companies with a second channel of progress 
that covers another base should circumstances change in 
one market or another. 

If we decide we’ve had enough of the price of diesel and 
flock in our millions to petrol, to hybrids or to electric 
models, car manufacturers have got the products ready and 
waiting. 

Another key point any casual observer couldn’t fail to 
notice during a wander around the show is that the cars 
don’t seem to be getting any smaller. 

Everyone’s boasting about improved fuel economy (not 
that it’s generally very impressive) but few brands selling to 
the American market seem to be taking downsizing and 
downweighting very seriously. 

Thirsty 

In Europe we’re seeing innovations such as Ford’s fabu¬ 
lous l.O-litre Ecoboost petrol engine, and while thoroughly 
impressive moves like chopping 170kg out of the Mercedes 
SL65 AMG will make it to America by default, the car 
models made solely or chiefly for the US market are still rel¬ 
atively huge and often use big, thirsty V6s at least. 

The overriding feeling in the industry, looking at the 
latest offerings in the American market compared to the 
best that Europe has, is that no one is doing more to develop 
clean cars than Europe. 

That’s partially down to the EU government placing 
legally binding efficiency targets on carmakers, but it’s also 
down to the public’s willingness to pay for the new technol¬ 
ogy, which always comes at a price. 

But there are signs that the gas-guzzling era in the US 
might be past its peak. 

With even American manufacturers shuffling towards 
electrification and getting rave reviews - take a bow, 
Chevrolet Volt - we could be on the verge of seeing an unpar¬ 
alleled level of global investment in future fuels technology. 

Watch this space.

Vauxhall 
take fresh 
approach 
to Nleriva 

THE MERIVA was introduced back in 2003 
and it has been a very successful small 
vehicle with over 100,000 being sold in the 
UK. 

However, it was getting a bit old and it needed a makeover 
and thankfully Vauxhall didn’t go down the road of let’s just 
tweak the headlamps, or put new door handles on, no they 
have created a completely new and very stylish looking 
vehicle. When you look at the vehicle, the front has the cor¬ 


porate look that says I am a 
Vauxhall, but the biggest 
change without doubt is 
when you look at the side 
profile, Vauxhall have taken 
the rather brave step of 
equipping the Meriva with 
what they describe as flex- 
doors. Flex-doors basically 
are doors that are hinged 
backwards which then swing 
open towards the rear of the 
car at an angle of almost 90 
degrees, this makes this 
vehicle almost a must for 
people with young children 
or mobility issues that need 
to utilise the rear of the car. 

The doors cannot be 
opened by the occupants 
whilst the Meriva is travel¬ 
ling at more than two mph. 
The concept itself is nothing 
new but it does promote 
Meriva very high on to the 
list of must have if you are a 
family and need vehicles that 
have ease of access for chil¬ 
dren and child seats. 

Journey 

The designers have really 
worked overtime inside the 
vehicle, there is a completely 
new approach to the centre 
console and a variety of 
storage and comfort solu¬ 
tions are incorporated. I do 
like vehicles that have lots 
and lots of nooks and cran¬ 
nies to secrete the bits and 
pieces that we seem to have 
to take with us on our 
journey 

The rear seats can be 
folded down to increase the 
amount of luggage capacity 
and also the flex-space 
system allows for the move¬ 
ment of rear seats to create a 
little bit of head or shoulder 
room. The boot also has a 
secret compartment, the 
floor of the boot can be lifted 
and you can store items away 
from prying eyes. 

There is a choice of engine 
configurations for the 
Meriva with several petrols 
and diesels as options, the 
petrols are going to be based 
primarily on 1.4-litre 
engines and the diesels will 
be a variety either of 1.3 or 
1.7-litres. The engineers at 
Vauxhall are still striving to 
get their C02 emissions 
down and it is going to be 
some time before they are 
down in to the realms of the 
C02 emissions which qualify 
for free or very low road tax, 
but they are working very 
hard to achieve this. 

My Meriva was equipped 
with a 1.4-litre turbo 
charged engine with a capac¬ 
ity of 1364cc, and produced 
140 bhp, sufficient Vauxhall 
suggest of a top speed of 122 
mph and a 0 - 60 in margin¬ 
ally over 10 seconds. 



The five-speed gearbox 
was quite a notchy easy to 
use configuration, I did find 
however that the vehicle 
could be lethargic in fourth 
and fifth gears and if an over¬ 
take was necessary it was 
essential to get that engine 
and more importantly the 
turbo spinning to give you 
the get up and go that you 
need. 

The vehicles are well 
equipped, although on my 
model Vauxhall had taken 
the trouble to spend £855 on 
a satellite navigation system 
and if it was my money I 
wouldn’t bother, I found my 
own £100 Tom-Tom was far 
more efficient and try as I 
would with the sat nav in the 
Vauxhall I couldn’t get it to 
accept postcodes and a trip in 
to a Shropshire hamlet 
proved very difficult with the 
on-board system but a 
doddle with the Tom-tom. 

Standard features on my 
vehicle included electric 
front windows which was a 
surprise, as the rear flexi 
doors have good old fash¬ 
ioned wind-up windows. 

An absolute plethora of air 
bags are incorporated and 
Vauxhall have enabled an air 
bag deactivation switch so 
you can safely put a child 
seat on the front passenger 
seat. I am not too convinced 
that an electronic parking 
brake is necessary on a 
vehicle of this type but you 
get used to it. 

From a driving perspec¬ 
tive the vehicle is a little 
higher than normal so it does 
give you an extra bit of visi¬ 
bility, but nothing too dra¬ 
matic. It was a comfortable, 
predictable vehicle to drive, 
nothing too exciting but you 
don’t expect that from this 
type of vehicle. It does every¬ 
thing that you require from a 
saloon to transport the 
family about. 

Pricing structures for the 
Meriva vary from £13,000 up 
to a hefty £22,000, my 1.4- 
litre turbo was priced at 
£19,740, the extras fitted 
took it over £21,000 and the 
fuel figures quoted for the 
engine was a not too exciting 
42.2 mpg on the combined 
figure. C02 is quoted at 156 
and that puts it sadly in to 
the £155 excise duty, and 
that is a shame. 

As with all new Vauxhalls 
it is eligible for the 
company’s Lifetime 100,000 
miles warranty.
